an eye to public welfare? State Registration, if estab 
lished to-morrow, would not be final; it would be a trial. 
They must have the right board; if they had a hot 
headed and indiscriminating body, registered nurses 
would be tabooed and medical men would employ only 
non-registered nurses. He was confident that nurse 
would repudiate antagonism between medical men and 
nurses.
